Hi Ms. Bernstein, 

I have no doubt that you've been advised of all kinds of things, but the law requires you 
to allow me to use my own equipment to copy records unless the means of copying WOULD 
result in damage to records or unauthorized access to computer systems.

mean "conceivably" or "in some possible world." Also, given that every time I've
